ontitimtl increase in its production,

ysteiwtliu colonization. This cotton is 
'f the "long staple" variety, the fibers, 
lowever, being of an extraordinary 
enjfth, and in structure and in their 
rinkly character possessing- so close a 
esemblinice to wool that a microscopi- 
al examination must be supplemented 
>y chemical tests to distinguish one 
rom the other, ft is this quality which 
has made the fame of Piura cotton, 
iuee it is an invaluab'e adulterant for 
ligh grade woolen goods. When coin- 
lined with wool in the warp it gives 
.dditiona! strength without affecting 
he texture of the cloth iri-any way. 
This being its sole use, the price of this 
cotton (iunctuiites not with the cotton 
uarket, but with the value of wool, and 
on an average it may bo said to com- 
nand from four to five cents a pound 
;iiore than the highest grades of other 
cottons.

For Safety In MJue*. 


Thu prevantion of accidents from ex- 


plosive gasscs in coal mines by means 
of a 
tlwater cartridge," as proposed 


sometime since, appears on experiment 
to have proved very successful.

The request was granted.

Dan Wright was wounded by a shot

kHlloe. Amoy, which is a city of about : 
million people, and the center of a

ensely populated region, is perhaps 
he cheapest place in the world. Work- 
ngiuen live and support large families 
in fifteen cents a day, and are said to 


as happy as workingmen anywhere. 
The daily fare of an Amoy working- 


mutt and its cost to him arc about as 
ollows: One and a half pounds of rico, 
rosting three cents; one ounce of meat, 
me ounce of lish, two ounces of shcll- 
ish, onocunt alt'jgjth jr; one pound of 
iabbage or other vegetable, one cent; 
uel, salt and oil, one cent; total, six 
cents. 


This is much better fare than many 


European laborers enjoy. In what lit- 
tle time the. Amoy workingman can 
find from his toil, he flies kites, plays 
shuttlecock, and indulges in mild prac- 
tical jokes on his friends. 
He goes to 


bed early', and worries about nothing. 


The wife and children of the Chinese 


family gather driflwoixl, edible sea 
moss, shellfish, mushrooms and dead 
branches. 
Some of the things they 


pick up they barter for rice and vege- 
tables. Sometimes a woman and her 
children provide in this way all the 
food of the family. 


Small boys earn a few copper coins 


by marching in religious processions, 
at funerals, 
wakes, exorcisms, wed- 


dings and other ceremonies. 


At 8 years of age a boy begins his 


life calling, which is usually the, same 
as his father's. 
Indeed, children in 


China, begin to work as soon as they 
can walk. A boy or girl 4 years old 
will carry the baby "piggy-back" half 
an hour at a time, and mind it from 
daw;i to dusk.'1

Dr. Arthur Stradling, writing of a 


number of vipers which were presented 
to him, says: 
"Vipers have very large 


poison glands, and I obtained the venom 
by allowing them to bite on a small 
porcelain 
spoon made 
on pur|x>se, 


covered over with oiled silk like a drum. 
The fangs, sinking through the silk 
into the hollow ot the spoon, would 
each discharge n tiny drop or globule 
of virus, rind this f would collect and 
store in li nn glass tubes or on dried blot- 
ting paper. "There are many other 
mc-thods of getting the poison, but I 
think this is the best. In India the 
natives procure cobra venom by induc- 
ing the enruged reptiles to strike at a 
shell, across which a leaf is stretched. 
Each of my snakes could be depended 
upon to yield poison once 
a, day, but it 


was only a trace at a time—just a glis- 
tening speck that you could hardly see. 
Of course this was a slow process, and 
one day 1 made a calculation that if my 
sixteen vipers had kept in full health 
and vigor, and had yielded daily all the 
year round, and supposing that it had 
been possible to keep the fluid without 
letting it dry up, it would have taken 
more than seven years to produce a 
quart This will give you some idea of 
the fearful strength of the stuff, when 
you think how minute is the quantity 
in jcctcd at each bite. The experiments 
which I was making just then consisted 
chiefly of soaking scraps of meat, bits 
of hard-boiled egg and things of that 
sort in the poison, and analyzing the 
changes which resulted in them after a 
given interval. 
And from these and 


from similar trials it was found that 
this fluid had the power of disse 
the albumen of flesh like the gastric 
juice has; so it is thought that one 
great use (perhaps the greatest) of the 
venom is to aid in the digestion of the 
serpent's food- Of course it might do 
that, and servo as ammunition to Will 
the prey as well"—Manchester Tiroes.
